The chemist's analysis of a short 
ton—2,000 pounds—of well rotted 
barnyard manure reveals that It la 
made up of 1,500 pounds of water 
»nd 500 pounds of dry matter. This 
r *00 pounds of dry matter contains 
approximately ten pounds of nitro¬ 
gen. five of phosphoric acid, 13 of 
potash, eight of lime and five of sul- 
| phur—a total of 41 pounds of chera- 
| icals—plus 450 pounds of organic 
matter, or "humus." In addition, as¬ 
serts un authority In the New York 
Times, It contains a supply of cer¬ 
tain bacteria and other microscopic 
organisms which are essential In ef¬ 
fecting changes In the soil—the 
'breaking down” of chemlcul com¬ 
pounds existing In the soil Into sim¬ 
pler and more soluble forms. 

In other words, manure Is so val¬ 
uable In gardening because It pro¬ 
vides, combined In this one substance, 
three distinct soli aids: first, small 
amounts of the main plant food ele¬

Projects of 
permanent and enduring nature should 
receive the highest degree of upprovul 
by the lieople of Morgan county. 

Ninety percent of the employees on 
WI’A projects must come from the 
relief rolls. The federal government, 
however, Is employing all men on tlm 
Job, but they will employ ten percent 
of the total uumber from the non- 
relief rolls If this ten percent are 
needed to further the progress of tin* 
project. Usually this ten percent I* | 
confined to skilled men. The Works 
Progress administration sets Its quai 
itientions and determines whether the 
project needs all this tou percent 
quotu or less. 

It uppenrs that when projects arc 
approved for the various sections of 
Morgan county the men will not have 
to walk or travel so fur to their work 
I feel that It Is the duty of every wide i 
awake alert progressive citizen of ; 
Morgan county to cooperate to the 
fullest extent with local sponsors and 
WI’A officials iu seeing that the people | 
of Morgan couuty get value received i 
for every cent of federal government 
money expended iu the building tiro . 
gram. No muu should he overworked \ 
but every man should earn his bread 
by the sweut of his brow, fur this „ 
nation was founded and built on those t 
principles. ,

End of Federal Relief Shifts 
Millions to WPA Rolls 

\I HTH tbe end of November direct 
v T federal relief come to an end. 
nnd It was officially announced that 
3,800,000 persona had been shifted 
from relief rolls to the WPA pay 
rolls nnd put to work. Other millions 
of employables who have been receiv¬ 
ing the federal dole but who cannot 
he hired by the Works Progress ad¬ 
ministration because state quotas have 
been filled must be cared for by the 
states which will be helped by the 
final allotments made by the I’EBA 
before It went out of existence. As 
for the "unemployables." numbering 
perhaps 4,000, (KIO, Aubrey Williams, 
assistant administrator, said the prob¬ 
lem of their care would be solved sat¬ 
isfactorily. 

Statistical charts on the relief situa¬ 
tion, prepared by the research section 
of the FKltA, were Issued In pamphlet 
form and show that unemployment de¬ 
creased about 3,000.000 In the first two 
years of the Roosevelt administration.

After appraisal by community com¬ 
mittees and review by county allot¬ 
ment committees, a corn acreage base 
and a market hog base will be fixed. 
Co-opera ting producers must agree to 
plant corn next year on at least 25 
I>er cent of their base acreages. They 
will be permitted to retire from 
10 to 30 per cent of their base acreage 
for soil-improving or erosion-preventing 
purposes. Hog growers must agree 
to produce between 50 and 100 per 
cent of the base market production. 

The 1930 corn adjustment payment 
will be 35 cents a bushel on the ap¬ 
praised yield times the adjusted acre¬ 
age. less the pro rata share of local 
administrative expenses. 

Corn adjustment payments will be 
made In two installments. The firgt, 
st the rate of 20 a bushel, is to be 
mude about August 1. The second will 
come due about December 31. 1930. at 
the rate of 15 cents per bushel. 

A payment of .5125 per head will 
be made on each hog In the base. 
Deductions will be made at the rate j 
of 82.50 per head If a producer falls 
to rulse 50 per cent of his base num¬ 
bers. The total payment to a pro¬ 
ducer will be the same for a produc¬ 
tion ranging from 50 per cent to 100 
per cent of his base. 

The 1937 rates will be announced 
by November 30, 1930, but the rate on 
corn will not be less than 30 cents 
per bushel and the rate on hogs will 
not be less than $1.25 per head.

So the problem ' 
w-as to sj^ge a little drama in advance 
of the budget message, which would 
lead up to It, and pave the way for I ‘ 
Its being believed. < 


Would Cut Budget Deficit 

It wasn’t Just n trial balloon which 
the Texas congressman sent up when 
he talked about cutting the budget del), 
clt down to half a Idlllon dollars for 
the year beginning July 1, next, and 
to scratch for the following year, after 
which expenditure* were to be kept 
within Income. 

The Idea Is to have the country 
read the president's budget promises 
next month with the knowledge that 
the head of the house appropriations 
committee wants to go oven further 
toward budget balancing than the 
President himself! 

If (he New Dealers had figured for a 
_ month they could not have devised a 
more convincing plan for persuading 
the country—not Just of the Presi¬ 
dent's Intentions, but that they would 
be carried out. 

For Mr. Buchanan Is far from being 
Just a congressman. lie Is chairman 
of the one committee In the house that 
handles all appropriations. Subcom¬ 
mittees appoluted by him and working 
under him scrutinize the proposed ex¬ 
penditures for every governmental de¬ 
partment and agency.

Apple Pomace Good Cow 

Feed, Tests Indicate 

Largo and Increasing quantities of 
apples sre ground anil pressed In the 
manufacture of elder. In the past, lit¬ 
tle use hns been made of the press 
cake or pontnee which Is often nllowed 
to accumulate In huge heaps outside 
the building housing the cider press. 

It has been the popular belief that 
apple pomace wns comparatively 
worthless, or even dangerous, as a 
feed for live stock. Consequently, most 
of these pomace piles were nllowed 
to decay or were hauled away ns ref¬ 
use. The pittance is highly pnlntnhle. 
nnd If nnlntsls were allowed free ac¬ 
cess to It they would likely eat enough 
to cause them to founder or hlnnt. 

Several agricultural experiment sta¬ 
tions have shown by feeding compari¬ 
sons that silage mndo from apple po¬ 
mace has nearly the snme feeding val¬ 
ue ns corn sllnge. 

I’omnce stored In drums or barrels 
for two or three months before open 
Ing lose only n very small amount 
through surface spoilage. Otherwise It 
keeps In perfect condition, except for 
an apparently harmless discoloration 
of the portion In immediate contact 
with the Iron walls of the containers. 
It Is highly pnlntnhle nnd can he used 
In much the snme way nnd to the same 
extent ns corn sllnge.

Real Estate Mortgages 

Started 100 years Ago 

The history of real estate mortgages 
Is about 100 years old. 

The beginning of federal loan laws 
to stimulate the construction Industry 
may be traced hack to an net pussed 
by congress. June 23, 1830. authorising 
and regulating the deposit of public 
money among the various states -for 
safe keeping." 

On April 4. 1837, the New York legis¬ 
lature passed an enabling act setting 
up the machinery to make loans avail 
aide for first mortgages. They were 
to run for five years and pay interest 
at 7 per cent. Nevertheless, many of 
them ran 1.1 years, nnd a few even 
longer. 

The smallest loan on record, accord¬ 
ing to the .New York Herald-Tribune, 
was for $000. while the largest wns for 
$1MJ00. 

Those In charge of the loans were 
known ns "commissioners for loaning 
certain moneys of the United States 
In the county of New York." 

In less than a month after the com 
mlsaloners opened their doors for busi¬ 
ness lo mortgage applications were 
approved. 

Eighteen of the approved loans were 
made on lower east side dwellings, 
most of them In the Corlenr's Hook dis¬ 
trict which Is today known as one of 
the worst slums In the country.
